years. 
It will be 1970 before the cicada 
appear in the northern half of the 
county, and some 20 other coun-1 
ties in West Central Ohio. 
And, as usual, most of the lo- J 
custs will bear a distinct letter I 
“W” toward the outer end of the 
front wings. 
There is a prevailing supersti- j 
tion (or was) that the “Wf” on the i 
wings of the insects foretells war. 
However the mark is characters -1

veinal 
In addition to the weird noise 
made by the millions of cicada, j 
they cause extensive damage to; 
trees since the female punctures 
the twigs and lays eggs in th e m ,, 
causing the twigs to die. The fe- j 
male seems to have a preference 
tor oak. hickory, apple, peach and 
pear trees and grape vines. An in­ 
secticide known as TEPP is effec- j 
tive, but dangerous to use.

John Keel was a big “ rawbon­ 
ed” r u g g e d individual, w h o 
thought -athing o. walking s i x 
miles to husk corn all day, or do 
other work, and walk home at 
night—without his dinner unless 
s >meone took it upon himself to 
furnish him with uin -*r. 
Finally he obtained a horse and 
cart and was able to ride to and 
from his work. That helped a lot. 
He was a tireless worker and 
really shortened his life by l o n g 
years of hard work. 
Drury Casey I recall as one of 
the best ditchers of his day.

Whole kernel corn is exactly what 
the name implies — whole kernels 
carefully removed from the cob so 
that the hull remains intact. 
Cream style corn may contain 
some whole kernels, 
along 
with 
pieces of inner portions of kernels 
substantially free from hulls, or of 
g r o u n d kernels from which the 
hulls have been removed. B o t h 
white and yellow corn come* in 
either style of pack. 


Cream style corn goes a little 
farther than whole kernel corn in 
serving, but may not be as desir­ 
able. depending upon the use for 
which it is intended.

This is the year that the Pe­ 
riodical Cicada, better known as 
the “ 1,7-year locusts” , are sched­ 
uled to appear over the southern 
half of Fayette County, as well 
as in all or parts of some 15 
other counties in Southern Ohio. 
The cicada appear here every 17 
years and in the south every 13 
years. 
It will be 1970 before the cicada 
appear in the northern half of the 
county, and some 20 other coun­ 
ties in West Central Ohio. 
And, as usual, most of the lo­ 
custs will bear a distinct letter 
“ W” toward, the outer end of the 
front wings. 
There is a prevailing supersti­ 
tion (or was) that the “ W” on the 
wings of the insects foretells war. 
However the m ark is characteris­ 
tic of the species and is produced 
by

pigmentation 
of 
the 
v eins. 
In addition to the weird noise 
made by the millions of cicada, 
they cause extensive dam age to 
trees since the female punctures 
the twigs and lays eggs in them, 
causing the twigs to die. The fe­ 
male seems to have a preference 
lor oak, hickory, apple, peach and 
pear trees and grape vines. An. in­ 
secticide known as T E PP is effec­ 
tive, but dangerous to use.

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Such a Find Could Be a Boon To Ohio 


There are reports that valuable petrol­ 
eum deposits mav be uncovered on off­ 
shores of Lake Erie. If true this could be 
a boon to Ohio, 
While it is not definitely known that gas 
anti oil might be found in the lake regions 
near Cleveland anti other points in Ohio, 
it is reported that some geologists believe 
that gas fields located in that general 
aion probably extend out to the Lake Erie 
“tidelands” . It is said that some teams 
soon are going to do some subterranean 
exploring in that section. 
All this has not stirred up any g r e a t 
amount of excitement; many hold the 
view that si any large amounts of oil and 
gas do lie near the Lake Erie front on the 
Ohio shoreline, they long ago would have 
been discovered. 
Nevertheless, there may be at least 
moderate reserves, more than worth the 
expense of developing them for consumer 
use. For this reason Ohioans generally 
will follow reports on the offshore findings 
closely. A new frontier in state natural re­ 
sources development might be the result. 


One newspaper has suggested that t h e 
Ohio General Assembly should look into 
the question of leasing the Lake E r i e 
fields. 
Under present regulations tin* S t a t e 
Shore Erosion Division is empowered to 
collect the duty on any future oil pump- 
age in marginal water s. If the offshore de­ 
posits should prove substantial, perhaps 
lawmakers will want to amend the leas­ 
ing regulations, so that a part of the state 
revenue can be invested in other public en­ 
terprise. 
It is important to guard the Jakefront 
against storm and erosion, of course; but 
oil and gas money might also be put aside 
to underwrite the projected all - Ohio 
school improvement program, too. Oil for 
education would help somewhat to ease 
the money - tight situation in the Ohio’s 
State Treasury, 
Because of Ohio’s need for new sources 
of income to meet much demanded furth­ 
er state expense in schools, highways and 
other improvement, any such idea as here 
suggested could bt worth probing. 


W hat s behind Arab Revolution? 
By George Sokolsky 


It is a function of government 
to evalu a t e information t h a t 
comes from many sources and 
to base policy upon a realistic 
appraisal of data. 
When those whose function it 
is to make such an evaluation 
are conditioned by their preju­ 
d i c e and wishes to reach con 
elusions based upon nothing, it 
is likely that policies originating 
from such conclusion* will be e r­ 
roneous. 
I am only a reporter with such 
limited facilities as are 
avail­ 
able to a private person 
yet it 
was possible for me to write ort 
Jan. 22, 1947, in this column as 
follows: 
“ Arab strength is a reaction 
to European weakness. It is a 
d e f i n i te reflex to the apparent 
breakup of the British Empire. 
When the British have left Egypt 
and India — and possibly Pales­ 
tine—there is no telling what di­ 
mensions and characteristics this 
revived Moslem power will take 
on 
It may sweep every vestige 
of the Judaic - Christian aviliza- 
tion before it in the Middle East 
and on the northern shores of the 
Mediterranean in Africa. And in 
Europe it will meet the power of 
Soviet Russia — as friend or foe, 
but not as the defender of t h e 
Faith.** 
During the IO years that have 
gone by since this paragraph was 
published, tho course of events 
bas moved with unerring precis 
ion as therein indicated 
T h i s 
does not mean that I am partic­ 
ularly wise or even well • inform­ 
ed ; it does say that foresight can 
help those who need to evaluate 


available data to judge the trend 
of the times At the time this was 
written Nehru was no great fac­ 
tor in world affairs: Nasser was 
an obscure military officer 
But it could not hav ebeen oth­ 
erwise but that the breakup of 
the British Em pire would lead to 
political convulsions in Asia arui 
Africa and that a vacuum would 
appear because some areas of the 
earth have a long history of be­ 
ing conquered and a short his­ 
tory of self - government. Egypt 
and India are such 
areas. 
It 
would be false to say that any­ 
thing is not subject to change, 
hut the likelihood ii that conn 
tries accustomed to dependence 
will not long remain independent. 
At any rate, those in charge of 
Soviet policy hav 
assumed that 
these postulates are correct ami 
they have moved in to fill the 
vacuum created by the breakup 
of the British Empire The Am er­ 
ican assumption has been that all 
nations and races are alike that 
those who are appendent are only 
so because they have been con­ 
quered a n d exploited and t h a t 
given an opportunity, all human 
beings prefer independence and 
liberty There is no historic data 
lo uphold such an emotional view 
Thus far. the 
Russians 
have 
been more correct and more sue* 
cessful as is evidenced by the 
role of Syria and Egypt arid their 
ability to paralyze both (J r e a l 
Br tam and France by confusing 
the i s s u e in the United Na­ 
tions. How skilfully the Russians 
managed this operation is made 
evident by the double standard 
morality of the United Nations 
vis-a-vis Egypt anti Hungary 


in the instance of Egypt, the 
United Nations was forceful: in 
the instance of Hungary, the Uni­ 
ted Nations has been cowardly 
and immobile The reason is that 
as regards E g y p t , the United 
States continues to pursue a pol­ 
icy based upon the assumption 
that th*' \rahs ought to favor the 
West if they ar** guaranteed eco­ 
nomic support. Apparently 
the 
Arabic mind does nut crave inde­ 
pendence but seeurit. and secur­ 
ity takes the form of protection 
th** kind of protection they once 
gut from Turkey then from Great 
Britain and now from Soviet Rus­ 
sia. 
It was possible bi foresee that 
this would he so when the Arab 
League w a s organized in 1S)47> and 
received a subsidy from the I rn 
ted St ates 
The 
United 
States 
gave vent to a generosity which 
was not explainable by any prev­ 
ious experience in all of human 
history 
Such g e n e r o sity encouraged 
politicians to ask for more, all 
the time, and finally to ask for 
more

they demanded , the money for

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Such a Find Could Be a Boon To Ohio 


There are reports that valuable petrol­ 
eum deposits may be uncovered on off­ 
shores of Lake Erie. If true this could be 
a boon to Ohio. 
While it is not definitely known that gas 
and oil might be found in the lake regions 
near Cleveland and other points in Ohio, 
it is reported that some geologists believe 
that gas fields located in that general 
area probably extend out to the Lake Erie 
“tidelands” . It is said that some team s 
soon are going to do some subterranean 
exploring; in. that section. 
All this has not stir fed up any g r e a t 
amount of excitement; many hold the 
view that if any large amounts of oil and 
gas do lie near the Lake Erie front on the 
Ohio shoreline, they long ago would have 
been discovered. 
Nevertheless, there may be at least 
moderate reserves, more than worth the 
expense of developing them for consumer 
use. For this reason Ohioans generally 
will follow reports on the offshore findings 
closely. A new7 frontier in state natural re­ 
sources development might be the result. 


One newspaper has suggested that th e 
Ohio General Assembly should look into 
the question of leasing the Lake E r i e 
fields. 
Under present regulations the S t a t e 
Shore Erosion Division is empowered to 
collect the duty on any future oil pump- 
age in marginal waters. If the offshore de­ 
posits should prove substantial, perhaps 
lawmakers will want to amend the leas­ 
ing regulations, so that a part of the state 
revenue can be invested in other public en­ 
terprise. 
It is important to guard the lakefront 
against storm and erosion, of course; but 
oil and gas money might also be put aside 
to underwrite the projected all - Ohio 
school improvement program, too. Oil for 
education would help somewhat to ease 
the money - tight situation in the Ohio’s 
State Treasury. 
Because of Ohio’s need for new7 sources 
of income to meet much demanded furth­ 
er state expense in schools, highways and 
other improvement, any such idea as here 
suggested could be worth probing.

What's behind Arab Revolution? 
By George Sokol sky 


It is a function of governm ent 
to evalu. a t e information, t h a t 
comes from, m any sources and 
to base policy upon a realistic, 
appraisal of data. 
When those whose function it 
Is to make such an evaluation 
are conditioned by their preju­ 
dices and wishes to reach con­ 
clusions based upon nothing, it 
is likely that policies originating 
from such conclusions will be e r­ 
roneous. 
I am only a reporter with such 
limited facilities as are avail­ 
able to a private person: vet it 
was possible for me to write on 
Jan. 22, 1947, in this column as 
follows: 
“ Arab strength is a reaction 
to European weakness. It is a 
definite reflex to the apparent 
breakup of the British Em pire. 
When the British have left Egypt 
and India — and possibly P ales­ 
tine—there is no telling w hat di­ 
mensions and characteristics this 
revived Moslem power will take 
on. It may sweep every vestige 
of the Judaic - Christian civiliza­ 
tion before it in the Middle East 
and on the northern shores of the 
M editerranean in Africa. And in 
Europe it will m eet the power of 
Soviet Russia — as friend or foe, 
but not as the defender of t h e 
Faith.” 
During the 10 years that have 
gone by since this paragraph was 
published, the course of events 
has moved with unerring precis­ 
ion as therein indicated. T h i s 
does not mean that I am partic­ 
ularly wise or even well - inform­ 
ed; it does say that foresight can 
help those who need to evaluate 


available data to judge the trend 
of the tim es, At the tim e this was 
written Nehru was no great, fac­ 
tor in world affairs; N asser was 
an obscure m ilitary officer. 
But it could not. hav ebeen oth­ 
erwise but that the breakup of 
the British Em pire would lead to 
political convulsions in Asia and 
Africa and that a vacuum would 
appear because some areas of the 
earth have a long history of be­ 
ing conquered and a short his­ 
tory of self - government. Egypt 
and India are such areas. 
It 
would be false to say that any­ 
thing is not subject to change, 
but the likelihood is that coun­ 
tries accustomed to dependence 
will not long rem ain independent. 
At any rate, those in charge of 
Soviet policy hav 
assumed that 
these postulates are correct and 
they have moved in to fill the 
vacuum created by the breakup 
of. the British Empire, The Amer­ 
ican assum ption has been, that, all 
nations and races are alike, that 
those who are dependent are only 
so because they have been con­ 
quered and exploited and t h a I 
given an opportunity, all human 
beings prefer independence and 
liberty. There is no historic data 
to uphold such an emotional view. 
Thus far, the Russians have 
been more correct and more suc­ 
cessful as is evidenced by the 
role of Syria and Egypt and their 
ability to paralyze both G r e a t 
Britain and France by confusing 
the i s s u e in the United Na­ 
tions. How skilfully the Russians 
managed this operation is made 
evident by the double-standard 
morality of the United Nations 
vis-a-vis Egypt and Hungary. 


In the instance1 of Egypt, the 
United Nations was forceful; in. 
toe instance of Hungary, the Uni­ 
ted, Nations has been, cowardly 
and immobile. The reason is that 
as regards E g y p t, the United 
States continues to pursue a pol­ 
icy based upon the assumption 
that the \rab s ought to favor the 
West if they are guaranteed eco­ 
nomic support, Apparently 
the 
Arabic mind does not crave inde­ 
pendence but securit; and secur­ 
ity takes the form of protection, 
the kind of protection they once 
got from Turkey, then from G reat 
Britain and now from Soviet Rus­ 
sia. 
It was possible to foresee that 
this would be so when the Arab 
League was organized in 1945 and 
received a subsidy from the Uni­ 
ted States. 
The United 
States 
gave vent to a generosity which 
was not explainable by any prev­ 
ious experience in ail of human 
history. 
Such g e n e r o sity encouraged 
politicians to ask for more, all 
the time, and finally to ask for 
more 
without any 
strings 
at­ 
tached, which really meant that 
they demanded the money for 
nothing. It was a wonderful, if 
unbelievable formula and stim u­ 
lated ambitions among the rulers 
to try to get what they could 
from other countries as well. 
Eventually they found that the 
Russians had much to give away, 
too. They 
g a v e arm s tanks, 
airplanes, instructors in revolu­ 
tion and encouragement to war.

.It’s quite natural for f a s t- 
growing: youngsters to feel tired. 
It’s when, they don’t fed. tir e d 
that you may have trouble. 
You can’t expect, a youngster 
of two or three t..* have a three- 
hour afternoon nap .and then be 
ready for bed. at 6 p. m. Cut down 
the afternoon napping period if 
it doesn’t make him too tired by 
evening. 


No G uarantee 
But even this won’t guarantee 
that your little tyke will willingly 
toddle off to bed when you want 
him to. He may begin to cry or 
scream . And the moment your 
back is turned he might hop out 
of bed. 
The best thing to do in such 
cases is to talk calmly to him .Re- 
c i t e some nursery rhym es or 
maybe tell him a short, short 
story and make him go back to 
bed. 
Don’t, how e'er, rem ain in his 
room playing games or reading 
to him. And don’t lie down be­ 
side him until he’s asleep. 


Don’t Argue 
Above all don’t argue aith him. 
Convince him that you don’t ac­ 
tually care whether he lies down. 
If he gets out of bed a second 
time, ignore him. Let him go back 
to bed by himself. You know per­ 
fectly well that he probably will 
do the opposite of what you de­ 
sire if you quarrel or argue with 
him. 
Don’t slap y o u r youngst e r, 
either. Rem em ber, he wants to be 
with you instead of going to bed 
simply because he loves you and 
wishes your company. 
There are a couple of things 
to keep in mind that will 'be of 
help in. getting your child to bed 
and to sleep. 


Avoid Tension 
Avoid fights and tension during 
the day. I've already cautioned 
you to consider your child’s re­ 
quests and questions justly. Don’t 
give him an autom atic No. Re­ 
m em ber that a peaceful and con­ 
tented youngster is apt to go to 
sleep more readily than a pouting 
one. 
His bedtim e routine is impor­ 
tant. too, just as it is for an 
adult. 
Brushing his teeth and saying 
his prayers should bee o m e a 
nightly ritual for your youngster. 
He will soon realize that when 
these things are accomplished, 
his day is over. They serve as an 
unconscious signal to go to sleep 
Babies, of course, present a dif­ 
ferent problem... I’ll deal with this 
in. a future column. 


Physical Checkup 
As I said, it’s natural for grow­ 
ing children to be tired. If your 
youngster is constantly overtired. 


however, he needs a pthysl c a l 
checkup. 
Make sure h e’s getting enough, 
to eat. 
Growing toys and girls m ust 
have a quart »f milk a day, a 
serving of m eat, fish oi eggs, a 
variety of green vegetables and 
a whole grain cereal. This should 
give your youngster plenty of 
pep.

Old Sturgeon Mill Reminder of Early Industry in County

Stan ling as m onum ents to an im ­ 
portant industry of the p ast are 
two stone pillars, built of native 
stone, all that rem ains of the once 
famous Sturgeon’s Mill, which was 
located on the west bank of Paint 
Creek, five miles south of W ashing­ 
ton C, ll., just below where Sugar 
Creek enters the larger stream . 
Within a few yards of the stone 
pillars, which were the south sup­ 
ports of the old mill building, is 
the cap or top millstone of the 
old mill, which was carved from 
a huge granite boulder. For more 
than three quarters of a century 
It ground the corn and wheat 
used by early residents of that 
part of Fayette County. 
In and near the site of the old 
mill is some of the most historic 
ground in Fayette County, which is 
owned now by Mr. and Mrs. O m ar 
Sturgeon. Sturgeon is a son of the 
late W i l l i a m E. Sturgeon, and 
grandson of William Sturgeon who, 
with his son, William E. and M. J. 
operated the mill from 1853 until 
the turn of the century.

STI HGEON MILL and its p re­ 
decessors probably h e l d the u- 
nique distinction of having been 
the only mill in Ohio operated by 
w ater from two stream s, first from 
Sugar Creek, and later from Paint 
Creek.

Stan ling as monuments to an im ­ 
portant industry of the past are 
two stone pillars, built of native 
stone, all that rem ains of the once 
famous Sturgeon's Mill, which was 
located on the west bank of Paint 
Creek, five miles south of Washing­ 
ton C. H-, just below where Sugar 
Creek enters the larger stream.. 
Within a few yards of the stone 
pillars, which were the south sup­ 
ports of the old mill building, is 
the cap or top millstone of the 
old mill, which was carved from 
a huge granite boulder. For more 
than three quarters of a century 
It ground the corn and wheat 
used by early residents of that 
part of Fayette County.

1 top level appears to be widening 
today over the tight money policy 
as a curb on inflation and over 
1 ways the government could coun- 
j ter act any recession in the offing. 
President Eisenhower makes it 
1 clear he doesn’t think the Federal 
Reserve should tighten money and 
credit any further, although he 
agrees with the board that the 
threat of more inflation is quite 
j real 
And he casts doubts on the 
real effectiveness of “moderate 
' restraints” such as those applied 
j in the last year.

He also takes the opposite side 
■ of the street from Secretary of the 
! Treasury Humphrey on any plans 
for deficit financing to halt a re­ 
cession—which the secretary sees 
likely 
if 
government 
spending 
keeps climbing. 
The President would use any 
constitutional m eans to halt, a se­ 
rious slump. The secretary bars 
* the most obvious means—deficit 
I financing to perm it pump prim ing 
and tax ruts. 
• 
Congress seems quite likely to 
step into both debates., Any study 
of banking and government finan­ 
cial policies will stir up a battle 
over tight money and the Federal 
Reserve’s role—and such studies 
are in the making. 
As Congress looks into the de­ 
tails 
of the 
President's record 
peace-tim e budget, it seems sure 
to probe deeper into the divergent 
views of the President and the sc- 
retary on the role that govern­ 
ment spending should play in the 
economy.. 
In his annual, economic report 
to Congress the President goes, to 
the core of the controversy over 
tight 
money; 
The 
question, 
of 
whether it hurts more than ft 
heals. 
For more than a. year 'the Fed- 
| eral, 'Reserve has let the economy 
tighten itself. 'The demand 
for 
credit has been rising at a great 
rate, and at a much faster rate 
than the total of new savings.. The 
Federal Reserve hasn’t pumped 
new credit into the economy to 
m eet this rising demand for funds. 
Hence,, credit has become harder 
to find, and interest rates have 
risen,.. 
Federal. Reserve officials stress 
that actually they have supplied the 
banks with 
additional funds to 
meet normal seasonal mere,ases in 
demand, and then have withdrawn 
these reserves from the banks 
when the seasonal dem and has 
passed. Over the year as a. whole, 
they contend, 'there has 'been al­ 
most no change in the am ount of 
reserves supplied. 
Tight money, therefore, has re­ 
sulted from the growing dem and
